After England declared war, the ef- 


forts to capture .spies were doubled, 
and the mob had a new lot of signs to 
tear down.

Most of the buses, taxicabs 
and horses had been commandeered, 
and the only signs of life in Berlin 
were furnished by the officers driving 
madly about in high-powered cars 
•which exceeded all speed limits and 
other traffic regulations. 


After a few days, things began to re- 


turn to normal again. The food sup- 
ply seemed ample and the headlines In 
the newspapers were so encouraging 
and the reports of victories upon vic- 
tories so convincing that every one ex- 
pected the war to be over within a 
very short time and they began to eat 
up the stores they had so excitedly 
collected. 


Bread cards were initiated, it is true, 


but the amount allowed was more than 
adequate for all except, perhaps, the 
very poor who depend almost entirely 
upon bread. 


The press began advising the peo- 


ple to conserve food but at the same 
time said that if care was taken there 
was no danger of there not being 
enough for all. School teachers gave 
daily talks to the children to eat every- 
thing on their plates. One went so far 
as to announce: "I always lick my 
plate, children, and you should do the 
same!" 


The result of these warnings was 


merely to increase hoarding and buy- 
ing from food speculators. 
I never 


knew of a single German who volun- 
tarily deprived himself of- a single 
article of food out of patriotic mo- 
theh.

Just be- 
fore I left Berlin, this company, to 
hide their war profits, bought a build- 
ing for three million marks7 which they 
claimed was needed for the business. 


One of the subterfuges resorted to 


by some of the war profiteers to cort- 
ceal the extent of their gains and es- 
cape taxation was to fnvest their sur- 
plus earnings in works of art and other 
expensive luxuries. As the tax assess- 
ments were based principally upon the 
indn idual's bank deposits and the tax- 
collecting machinery was very much 
out of gear it was comparatively easy 
to evade the lavs by careful manipula- 
tion of one's bank account, and by dis- 
bursing profits received without hav- 
ing them go through the bank. A Ger- 
man whom I knew told me that he had 
disposed of an oil painting which had 
cost him $300 for no less than $85,000, 
the price of works of art and antiques 
having increased to a remarkable ex- 
tent because of the demand for them 
from tax dodgers.

There are several kinds 'of material. 


that can be used in making a roof for 


' 
the poultry 'house,' but it should always 
be kept in mind that the roof should 
be water tight 
If it is allowed to 


leak, the interior of the house will 
get damp, the birds will become un- 
healthy, lose vigor and be more suscep- 
'tible to 'fatal diseases. 
Shingle roofs 


should, have a, one-third -• pitch, while 
those ctfvered>with paper or metal may 
have a . less pitch or be almost flat. 
However, the greater ,ihe slope th* 
longer the life rot the roof.— 


Specially prepared paper or shingles 


laid _on sheathing may.^be- tfsed^for 
covering the roof. Roofing papers are 
used very extensively, for poultry 
houses' at the present time and in 
many places are replacing shingles. As 
a rule the former are cheaper and eas- 
ier to lay, while they can be laid on 
a muctf flatter roof than the latter. One 
or two ply paper is usually used on 
the sides, and one, two and three

CHAPTER XVII.

By the spring of 1936, butter and 


ment had become extremely scarce in 
Berlin. My wife had remained In 
America, where she had accompanied 
me in the summer of 1915. und during 
her absence I dined at hotels and res- 
taurants where the food was still 
rather good. In June, 1916, I left for 
America agnln and just as I was leav- 
ing meat cards were Issued for the 
first time. 


I returned to Berlin with my family 


in 
October, 1916. Conditions --had 


changed considerably for the worse 
during the summer. I found that 
every one who 'had the money had 
bought up every available pound of 
food and soap which had not already 
been comma ndee'red by the govern- 
ment 
Butter, potatoes, eggs, milk, 


flour, sugar, soap, bread and meat and 
dry groceries were all rationed and It 
wa« now no longer necessary for wom- 
en to stand in line in front of the 
shop*, sometimes all night, to await 
the morning opening. 


Shopping by the card system was 


Verr. comfljtocaied and. the_ quantities 


honesty, but .their claims to such dis- 
tinction disappeared with the food eup- 
oly. 
STecessity soon brought out all 


that was worst In the German char- 
acter. 


Although the government decreed a 


high fine and imprisonment as'pun- 
ishment for buying or selling1 anything 
which had been commandeered, specu- 
lators sprang up on every side and 
people bragged openly of w.hat they 
had stored away. 


The \vorst deprivation was in the 


lack of fats. 
The people showed it 


very plainly. One seldom saw a ^fat 
man or a fat woman, although before 
the war fatness was almost character- 
istic of the German physique. Indeed," 
I saw a rather stout woman being fol- 
lowed by at least twenty boys who 
were jeering at her and making slur- 
ring remarks about the manner in 
\\liich she had retained her avoirdu- 
pois. A fat person in Germany today 
is regarded with suspicion. 


Naturally the weakened condition of 


tho people makes them all easily sus- 
ppp'ible to disease. Epidemics spread 
rapidly and I am inclined to believe 
that little fare was taken by the au- 
thorities to protect Ihe older people 
from infection. I know that my sec- 
retary's mother fell and broke both 
her legs last summer (1917) and was 
taken to the accident ward of a hos- 
pital where her fellow-patients were 
all crippled. Ten of the inmates of 
that ward died in a single day from 
dysentery, nnd the following day the 
death list was increased by twelve, 
the old lady with the broken legs be- 
ing one of them. Twenty-two more 
bread cards saved at the expense of 


something ludicrous in the thought of 
the Germans being compelled to "eat 
crow," but there was little to laugh at 
in eating it oneself. 


To obtain oil, prizes were offered to 


the school children to collect fruit 
seeds, from which it could be extract- 
ed, and veritable mountains of the 
seeds were thus obtained. 


The last meal I had in Berlin was 


on January 21, 1918, when I dined at 
the Hotel Adlon. It consisted ~of one 
sardine, three thin slices ~~ of cold 
smoked salmon, soup which was hard- 
ly more than hot salt water, two small 
boiled potatoes and as a substitute for 
cornstarch pudding. No butter and no 
sauces of any kind were served. Black 
bread I took in my pocket The check 
for this elaborate table d'hote meal 
amounted to $4.50. 


To sum up the situation as I was 


able to observe it, living conditions in 
Germany in January of this year were 
rapidly becoming absolutely unbear- 
able.

Women in Britain Cut Logs. 


A quarter of a million women In 


England are now working more or less 
regularly on the land, says the London 
Observer. The great majority are vil- 
lage women who go out from their cot- 
tages and work for the farmers. Seven 
thousand are in the new land army, 
which employs women who are re- 
cruited for a certain term and sends 
them wherever they are required. 


The women in the land army enlist 


either for ]2 or six months. In case of 
12 months they receiite two complete 
outfits free, consisting of a dress, 
corduroy breeches, strong boots, leg- 
gings, overalls and hat. They also get 
for the year one jersey and one mack- 
intosh. 
They are given four or sir 


weeks' free instruction at a training 
center. Their pay on the farm ranges 
from .$2 to $5 a week. 


For a girl who joins the army for six 


months there is no training. She goes 
straight away to the land and begins 
on the work requiring less skill. Serv- 
ices of women enrolled in the land 
army are available for timber cutting 
and hay baling.

FEWER HOGS DIE OF DISEASE 


Annual Death Rate for Year Ending 


1 March, 1918, Reaches Lowest 


Mark in 35 Years. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.*) 


The death rate of swine from all 


diseases for the year ending March, 
1918, was 42.1 per 1,000, and is the 
lowest in 35 years, according to rec- 
ords kept during that period. 
This 


unprecedentedly low rate of mortality 
presents a great contrast with those 
of earlier periods, particularly with 
the losses of 183.8 per 1,000 in 1887, 
144 per 1,000 in 1897, and 118.9 per 
1,000 in 1914, years marked by severe 
outbreaks of hog cholera. Thts is even 
a remarkable reduction from the nor- 
mal low rate of losses whl'-h, ha - re- 
mained slightly above 50 per 1,000 
when the disease was least prevalent. 


The approximate number of hogs on 


hand January 1, 1918, was 71,374,<X)0. 
The loss of 42.1 per 1,000 for the year 
ending March, 1918, therefore repre- 
sented approximately 3.000,000 of these 
animals, equivalent to the consumption, 
of pork and pork products by the en- 
tire population of the United States 
for 1917 for 25 days. 


These recent losses should be com- 


pared with that of 7,000,000 hogs m 
1014, which cvrtailed prmfuction to the 
extent of the national consumption for 
that yeiir lor 37 days. 


The marked reduction in the losses 


of 
swine in 1918 ov«-r 
preceding 


periods, in view of the fact that 00 per 
cent of these losses aio due to- hog 
cholera, indicates cleai Iv the benefit 
from the combined efforts of state and 
federal 
agencies in protecting 
the 


farmers against the ravages of this 
ex< efdinsly fatal dlsea^-. 


GIVE YOUNG PIGS ATTENTION 


Care Given at Farrowing Time Has 


Important Bearing on Food Sup- 


ply of Nation. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of ' Agriculture.) 


The farrowing house or pea should 


be comfortably warm, well ventilated, 
and vvell lighted. 
Above all else, it 


should be well beddedl Do not allow 
any circulation of air under the floor- 
Too many hog growers make the mis- 
take of bedding too lightly. Heavy 
bedding naturally makes the BOW com- 
fortable «nd warm—conditions neces- • 
sary If she is to be quiet. Use wheat 
or rye straw. Wild hay is good, as IB 
millet. Do not use oat straw unless 
there is absolutely nothing else at 
hand. 


Do not confine the eow in her far-! 


rowing pen more than 48 hours before' 
farrowing time if it is possible to avoid i 
doing^ so. 
Reduce the heavy feed to ' 


some extent, probably about half, for 
that length of time. 


Under no circumanures should ther 


sow have any feed whatever for 
'JA 


hours after farrowing. She must, how- 
ever, have plenty of water at frequent 
intervals. This water must not be icy 
cold—that drawn directly from 
the 


well Is about the right temperature. 
CJommence after '24 hours feeding light- 
ly, increasing the feed gradually for 
probably a week or ten days, when she 
may be gotten onto full feed, condi- 
tioned on the size of the litter and the 
pjilkmg qualities of the sow. 


A good herdsman, for tbe first week 


at least after farrowing, will look the 
pigs over carefully before each feed- 
ing. If any Indications of scours ap- 
pear, the sow's feed should be reduced 
immediately or possibly cut out entire-

I. Isaac's Purpose Regarding 
the 


Birthright (27:1-4). 


The" infirmity of old age reminded 


Isaac that he should set his house in 
orfler.- The particular matter needing 
attention was the determination as to 
who should be Jhe head of the house 
when he was gone. As to whether 
Isaae. knew what God had told Ke- 
bekfh concerning Jacob's priority we 
are not told (Gen. 25:23), out it is 
evident that he lacked spiritual dis- 
cernment, being under the sway of his 
appetite. Even though he was ignorant 
qf God's plan as revealed to Eebekah, 
Esau's action in marrying heathen 
women (Gen. 26; 34, 35), ought to have 
convinced Isaac that Esau was unfit 
to be the head of the house which was 
in line of the covenant blessing. 


II. Rebekah's Scheme to Frustrate 


Isaac's Plan (vv. 5-17).

Esau she took steps to divert the fa- 
ther's blessing from Esau to Jacob.

Jacob till Esau came for the blessteg. 
The secret was now out. iying and 
deceit cannot long be hid. In the face 
of what had been done, Isaac shakes 
with fear. No doubt this is due to the 
manifest presence of Jehovah. Esau 
gives forth a terrible wail. 
While 


shedding bitter tears of disappoint- 
ment, he rages with passion and plans 
to murder Jacob after Isaac's death. 
This is a most bitter experience for 
Esau, but he is merely reaping what 
ho sowpd. For a brief indulgence of 
his flesh he sold his birthright. 
May 


Esau's folly warn us of choosing flesh- 
ly indulgence rather than spiritual 
blessings. Whenever one turns from 
the love of God to the gratification of j 
worldly lusts, he is guilty of Esau's 
profanity.
